The answer of ex¬ 
perts is to the effect that on all 
these very essential points, the 
Marquis wheat is by far the best 
for this western country.

The Hon. A. G. McKay moved 
the first reading of the “Wood¬ 
mens’ Lien Act’’ in the House on 
Wednesday last.

Should the 
judge decide that the workman's 
claim is just, he orders pa y m ent of 
wages within eight days and in 
case of default, the amount is to be 
taken from the proceeds of the 
sale of the lumber and paid intd 
court.

Louisiana, and Avery's Island In 
particular, produces the largest water 
snakea found on the American conti¬ 
nent, and la the home of the noted 
horn snake, the dread of the planta¬ 
tion darky and the theme of his most 
wonderful tales. ' 

As a result of the ‘And’ by scien¬ 
tist, the New York Zoological Gard¬ 
ena have sent to E. A. Mclnhenny for 
a number of the water snakes for ex¬ 
hibition in their snake department, 
and Mr. Mcllhenny is going to send 
them, a slagnlappe, a good sample of 
the horn snake, which he caught while 
projecting around for the water 
snakes. 

Just why the water snakes should 
grow to the Immense size that they 
do In this particular locality Is a mys¬ 
tery, and grow they do, as specimens 
tour feet and over in length and from 
three to four lnchee in diameter have 
been captured for the New York Zoo. 
They are non-yenomous and subsist 
mostly on fish and the young birds 
which have fallen out of bests and 
into or near the water. Great slug¬ 
gish things they appear while lying 
aaleep in the sun on the mud banks 
near the water’s edge, hut let them 
get into the water and after the min¬ 
nows and small fish which comprise 
their food and their sluggishness dis¬ 
appears immediately end their speed 
and agility are wonderful. 

The horn snake has for years been 
the subject of legends galore among 
the members of the negro race, es¬ 
pecially In the south, and by' these 
people It Is invested with an amount 
of wonderful and terrible qualities 
that make It feared above all other 
varieties.

Brigandage In Northern Manchuria 

Commercial conditions In North 
Manchuria during the yea f 1912, have 
been far from satisfactory, says Mr. 
Mr. A. E. Eastes, the British Acting 
Consul at Harbin, In his report for 
1912. Even at this great distance from 
the centres of the Chinese revolution 
which broke out in the autumn of 
1911, he says, its effects have been 
manifested In lessening the already 
sufficiently vague and shadowy au¬ 
thority exercised by Chinese official¬ 
dom over the population. 

A direct Incentive was thus given 
to lawless acts --.of brigandage, and 
large numbers swelled the rank* of 
the redoubtable Hunghutzu or red 
beards who infested tbe countryside 
and made a prosperous livelihood by 
means of rapine and the holding for 
ransom of. y rsons and property*. Such 
terror did these men exercise that car¬ 
riers refused to face the risk of the 
road unless very highly paid, and the 
prices commanded for t -e hire of their 
services and vehicles rose to one* hun¬ 
dred and fifty per cent. In excess of 
the nominal figure. 

The natural result was that far 
smaller quantities of cereals were cb- 
tainable than had been anticipated, 
and the local prices rose to an almost 
prohibitive scale—from $15 to $20 
per ton; failures were no* ijifrequent, 
end the i '.ore substantial merchants 
were In many cases only able to .load 
the vessels chartered to fulfil their 
forward contracts at a 3erlous loss. 
Instead of the anticipated large In¬ 
crease In the exports of soya beans 
during the year 1912, for fhe haulage 
of which, the Chinese Eastern Railway 
had made elaborate preparations, Jha 
value of exports of 'his commodity 
was actually only some 77 per cent, 
of the figures reached In 1911. 

Prior to the end of 1912 the Chinese 
took no steps to cope with the state 
of affairs; It Is, however, satisfactory 
to be able to report that at the time 
of writing (April, 191S) efficient mili¬ 
tary measures of repression Have been 
carried out, and In the chief producing 
oentres within 100 miles radius of 
Harbin urder and safety to life and 
property fcrve been restored.

How Rockefeller Got His Start 
When I was ten years old I had suc¬ 
ceeded In earning some money. It 
was $50. I loaned it to a neighbor at 
7 per cent. Interest. In a year the 
money earned me .$£.60. From that 
time onward i determined to make 
money work for me. • 

So writes John Davison Rockefeller 
who began to mako a living almost as 
soon as he could work. At 10 he 
was earning 37 cents a day hoeing 
a neighbor’s potato fields. In 1853, 
wlsen he was 14, he left his Tioga 
j County, N.Y., birthplace for Cleveland. 
There he got a j ,b as office boy. Lat¬ 
er he became a clerk; then cashier and 
bookkeeper for a mercantile hous^^He 
and two friends managed tv Jwfrow 
enough money to take hold of arpetrbl- 
eum refinery. Rockfeker saw wonder¬ 
ful possibilities In oil and he reached 
out tor one refinery after another, un¬ 
til Id 1861 he was able to organize 
the S'andard Oil Co. Six years later 
th« Standard Oil Trust was formed 
and Rockefeller was on the way to fa¬ 
bulous fortune. He-hau a genius for 
borrowing. Indeed, his ntart was 
made on borrowed capital plus genius. 
He is said to have been worth less

After the Christian Church had for 
gotten that the Master declared that 
His Twelve Apostles would constituto 
the chief foundation stones of the New 
Jerusalem, they began to recognize 
their bishops as successors to The 
Twelve—^apostolio bishops.

In their anxi¬ 
ety to overwhelm the Greek skepties, 
th <se Christian teachers involved them¬ 
selves in absurdities, without realizing 
It.' Those making the most absurd 
claims appear to have had the greatest 
infliioncs with tho illiterate. 

Gradually the'trinitarian theory was 
advanced; and the mystification of say ;

own Son, and that the Lord Jesus was 
His own Father, and tnat the Holy 
Spirit was another perton and yet the 
lame person, appealed to people who 
irlight to reverence most those things 
abich they do not understand.

In our issue of last week we pub¬ 
lished a synopsis of the curricul¬ 
um of the Clafesholm School of 
Agriculture, and any reader may 
see how extensively the field of 
education is covered for those of 
the younger generation who wish 
to take up farming as a profession. 
Many men of to-day—and among 
them may be found farmer—are apt 
to look at farming as an occupation 
which calls for unending labor 
which returns little else than a 
meagre living. Such, however, is 
not the case. The person who 
gives the matter no more thought 
than will lead him to a conclusion 
such as that, knows little or noth¬ 
ing about the farm. There is no 
profession of to day which offers 
such great inducements to the 
young men as farming, and this 
truth will be all the more realized 
as this country becomes more popu¬ 
lated and the need for farm prod¬ 
ucts becomes greater. From the 
| standpoint of employment, there is 
no other calling that can guarantee 
more steady work than that of the 
farm. The youth who is launched 
into a business career has much 
more to contend with than compe¬ 
tition, for there is always the pos¬ 
sibility of there being no need for 
him, and he is then thrown out of. 
work, with nothing else beyond the 
knowledge of his trade for which 
there is no demand. 

The professional calls in law or 
medicine, mean six or eight years 
of hard and unremitting study be¬ 
fore one is fitted to even commence 
to earn a living. There are none 
of these drawbacks in connection 
with the frfrm, for the first earth 
broken by a man on his farm is a 
sign that n« has begun to count in 
the feeding of the world. It is on 
men such as he that the basic 
wealth of the nation depends. And 
incidentally it is wealth for him, 
both worldly and physically. Dur¬ 
ing the past few years the cost of 
living has increased enormously, 
and this fact together with the 
thought that less than forty per 
cent, of the people are tillers of the 
soil, shows that the calling of 
agriculture must mean wealth and 
independence. But like any other 
calling, farming must be thorough¬ 
ly understood, and this by practic¬ 
al education alone than such can 
be attained 


- • In reading the speech on Imper¬ 
ialism delivered in Calgary by the 
Hou. Herbert Samuel, postmaster 
general of England, one is struck 
by what appears to he. a note of 
reminder to Canada. At no u6int 
of his speech does he go' so Tar as 
to lose sight of the mother country 
behind Canada. Whenever he 
spoke of the Dominion, whether as 
a great country or as one having a 
population of eight million people 
only, the population of a third-class 
nation in many cases, he was care¬ 
ful to emphasize that it was this 
country’s connection with the 
mother country which placed Can¬ 
ada among the front rank of the 
nations. 

From that part of his speech, 
one could almost perceive the 
speaker to be reading a lesson on 
our duty towards the Empire. 

He spoke .011 malty other topics 
but through the whole speech there 
was the constant reminder that if 
it wasn't for the mother country, 
Canada's standing-to-day would be 
that of a third-class country. His 
reminder was vpry gently sounded 
in most instances. Now and again 
he seemed to emphasize it rather 
more than seemed necessary, but 
he allayed the feeling by saying 
that Britain would never for one 
moment interfere- with Canadian 
affairs. One imagines this re¬ 
assurance packed into the speech 
like-cotton wool in jewelry te-pre- 
vent any scratching. 

But the Hon. Herbert Samuel 
does us a service in reminding 
us of the truth in regard to our 
standing in the world. So many 
people of eminence have a habit of 
making their prerorations one loud, 
long trumpeting of ourselves as a 
nation. 

We have a right now and again 
to be reminded that after all such 
vital questions as that of the navy 
are not a matter for party purposes 
even if the reminder does come in 
a roundabout fashion.

THE CHILDREN'S CORNER 


Thanksgiving Day the last Mon¬ 
day in October. 

The contract to build a million 
dollar addition to the Parliament 
buildings of Ottawa, was awarded 
to Messrs. Crockett & Tharle, of 
Port William. Ont. 


The cup, awarded by Sir Thomas 
Shaughuessy as an encouragement 
to good farming and home-making 
in the Nightingale colony, has again 
..beoi won by John Klliott, of Night¬ 
ingale. This is the third time that 
Mr. Klliott has won the cup and it 
now becomes his property.- 


When the winter is passed and 
spring cpntes around once again, 
there will be one subject to which 
the people of our town ought to 
devote some attention and that is 
a playground for the children. In 
our opinion, there is no subject 
whose claims on our attention are 
more immediate. The children will 
want some playground other than 
the streets and vacant lots, to 
where they can go and spend the 
time in healthy and enjoyable rec¬ 
reation and at the same time be 
out of harm's way. At present 
there is nothing for the little one’s 
to do, nowhere for them to go, with 
the result that they wander round 
the town venturing into the thor¬ 
oughfares where there is unseen 
danger for all of them. What is 
required is some enclosed place 
where they could go and find swings 
and see saws awaiting their pleas¬ 
ure. We believe that the scheme 
would cost very little, practically 
nothing, in comparison with what 
the gain would he. Once the play¬ 
ground is established it would not 
he necessary to stop at the idea' of 
a simple enclosure. The spot could 
he materially added to and beauti¬ 
fied by the addition of flowers and 
trees. Such things, of course, re¬ 
quire time and attention, but the 
sooner the subject is taken up, the 
sooner would.it reach completion. 
It would mean much to the town 
in many ways. For one tiling it 
would be the commencement of a 
place where, not only the children 
would delight to go, but it would 
become an object of attention and 
interest to the elders. We have no 
hesitation in saying that this^idea 
of a children’s playground is in the 
minds of. a great many jieople of 
the town. Thev would be no less 
glad than ourselves to see it estab¬ 
lished, qnd we hope that sufficient 
interest will be displayed to enab^ 
the idea to lie carried inu^e&fect. 


The case for the enfranchise¬ 
ment of the English women re¬ 
ceives some stimulus in the news 
from the Hague. At the opening 
of the Netherland states general 
assembly on September 16, the new 
Dutch Cabinet stated its intention 
of granting the parliamentary vote 
to women. 

If this news comes witfi any de¬ 
gree of surprise to Cauada, it will 
be received calmly in the older 
countries, where the idea of women 
exercising the vote is spreading 
daily. The case of the militant 
suffragettes in England has assum¬ 
ed an aspect which is causing the 
1 Anglo Saxon world to regard their 
movements with alarm. But how¬ 
ever much they may be open to 
censure for promulgating their 
cause along lines so antagonistic 
to law and order, one has to con¬ 
fess that at the bottom of it' all the 
principle for which they are striv¬ 
ing is right. To say that no woman 
is entitled to vote because there is 
no precedent for it is childish. 

The same argument might have 
been advanced in the days when 
the reform bill swept the disabili¬ 
ties- away and granted a male suff¬ 
rage, very likely it was. There 
was no precedent for male suffrage, 
but it was granted because the 
demand for it was weightier • than 
the opposition. Will the women 
have to wait until the circumstances 
are the same in their case. If they 
have, then there need be little 
hesitation in predicting that it will 
not he very long before they will 
be in enjoyment of the vote.

A Genius in Mosaics 

T^ere recet ly died at Ivry, a sub¬ 
urb of Paris, a remarkable old man 
named Fratebard, who, It le claimed, 
could have been one of the world's 
most famous sculptors. If he had so 
desired, but' wbo, Instead, lived In a 
quiet, unpretentious way and finished 
life as be began it, with' very little 
In the way of this world’s goods. 

When a boy, Mr. Pralssard was ap¬ 
prenticed to a marble-cutter, says the 
London News. For 50 years he con¬ 
tinued to execute thd most beautiful 
works of art; mostly In mosaics. It 
Is claimed that every piece of work 
he did was a masterpiece, and the two 
rooms in which he lived contain a 
wonderful collection of beautiful ob¬ 
jects. One Is a black marble table 
with chessboard In cnyx, and some 
Cups, glasses and bottles. So delicate 
Is the workmanship that the saucers 
are transparent Eight years were 
occuj led In the fashioning of thlB 
piece of work. 

M. FralssarTs masterpiece took him 
nearly three times as long It Is a 
black marble.table. In the middle Is 
a chessboard, on either side of which 
are playing care. - arranged as fans. 
On the table are dominoes and dice, 
cigars and cigarettes and several 
coins In gold and silver. All these 
are, of course. Inlaid. The materials 
_l]l the table besides the black marble, 
arefcgate, onyx, porphry, malchite and 
lapis lazuli, the tones of which are 
black, red, orange, blue and white. 
Ninety different kinds of marble were 
also used. 

In the old man’s lodgings there are 
dozens of mosaics, opal cups, chande¬ 
liers and Inkstands, Inlaid in all sorts 
of stones. Fifty years of‘overwork, 
however, brought on a paralytic seiz¬ 
ure, and for two years he had been 
helpless. He would never part with 
any of his works, no matter what price 
was offered him.

While 
the fruit Is thus going to waste there 
are thousands of householders mon 
especially in the prairie provinces 
that are longing for fresh fruit of a 
sort that can be stored and drawn 
upon during the winter months. The 
difficulty of the one class it to reach 
buyers for the lrult and the other to 
find a supply at a moderate price. To 
bridge the gulf that separates these 
two classes, and thereby do both an 
Invaluable service; the Dairy and 
Cold Storage Commissioner has Issu¬ 
ed a list of the wholesale am retail 
apple dealers In Manltola, Saskatche¬ 
wan, Alberta and sections of New 
Ontario whose addresses were avail¬ 
able. These which number about 
276 dealers and firms, with few ex¬ 
ceptions are said to be in a position 
to buy at least one carloa-' o* fruit.

Reviving ^ne Frozen 

Professor Bakhmefleff, of Mot tow 
University, has proved that ffhlmals 
may be frozen alive and then resus¬ 
citated without th# slightest barm. 

The first experiments were made 
with cold-blooded animals and Insects. 
ButteYflles were enclosed In a vessel 
containing air at a temperature of min¬ 
us 23 degrees centigrade. The body 
fluid- Immediately froze hard, all vital 
actions ceased, and In ordinary phi ;- 
eology. th < butterflies were frozen to 
death. 

Professor Bakhmetleff soon discov¬ 
ered. however, that by slow ani care¬ 
ful warming they could be i estored to 
life at any time before the body tem¬ 
perature had fallen be.ow minus 10 de¬ 
grees centigrade. Further tes 
showed that when the resuscitation 
process was begun at a body temper¬ 
ature of minus 4 1-2 degrees centigrad > 
recovery was quickest and mo it com¬ 
plete. 

The next stage was the repetition 
of fie experiment on warm-bloodrJ 
animals and cn mammal:. Two hun¬ 
dred tests In all were made and Par¬ 
ly all succaeded. Bats were rofrig 
erated and kept dead for many weeks, 
and then completely restored.

SEASONABLE LIGHTNING ADVICE 


ynmmstm 


Precautions for 8afet y Urged by a 
Lightning Rod Expert 

The question of personal safety dur¬ 
ing a thunderstorm is perhaps the 
moat interesting to tbe majority of 
people. If in a building which is Iso; 
lated in the open country, or is hlgtur 
than surrounding buildings in a group 
avoid chimneys or other flues, open 
windows or draughts, especially warm 
currents of air, directly below a high 
1 tower or flag pole, peak or angle of 
the 1 structure. Keep away from over- 
i head wires entering a building, al¬ 
though these are generally protected 
by lightning arresters, the current is 
not always arrested. 

U In the open, avoid trpes, wire 
fence* or poles, and if yon happen 
to be the most prominent object In 
the landscape, as in an open Held or 
on a beach, do not raise a steel rod 
umbrella or in fact any umbrella, as 
you may become a living lightning rod 
without an approved ground connect¬ 
ion. If you should happen to be 
caught in such an open space with 
lightning discharges coming very close 
as may be determined by the lessening 
Intervals between flash and report, it 
is better to lie flat on the ground and 
risk a soaking than to offer ^ possible 
path for a discharge. The reason for 
this is that the body being warm, of¬ 
fers a better conductor thar the sur¬ 
rounding air, and but a few feet rlse| 
is necessary to attract lightning on 
flat ground. 

Questions as to the action of light¬ 
ning In striking a building are fre¬ 
quently asked and are somewhat diffl- 
cut to answer without going into a 
lengthy dlscussiorf of the various kinds 
of discharges and other matters of a 
more or less technical najdrp. Let 
us, however, take the most frequent 
case, that of the ordinary forked 
lightning, as seen at a distance which 
i 1 clase range becomes the blinding 
flash, with the accompanying instan¬ 
taneous crash, often causitg disas¬ 
trous results to life anil property. This 
discharge is caused by a difference of 
potential between earth and cloud. The 
one is heavily charged with positive 
electricity, the other with negative, 
with the air between acting as an in¬ 
sulator. If the air is sufficient to 
keep apart the two currents, no dis¬ 
charge will take place except from one 
cloud to another. Now, as th? storm 
moves on it comes closer to the earth 
or meets some. object In its path 
which offers less resistance than the 
air—maybe a tree, pole, building, etc. 
The electrical pressure is so great 
that the slight decrease in resistance 
offered by mch object is sufficient to 
cause the current to jump the inter¬ 
vening space and \ e have the de¬ 
structive charge. This explanation 
will be clearer to those who have 
seen the spark gap from coils used on 
automobiles. 

Now let us assume that Instead of 
the object before mentioned, such as 
a tree, pole, building, etc., we have a 
perfect conductor of electrl :ity, as a 
steel blinding, steel tower or pole in 
electrical contact with the earth; the 
current passes through this into the 
earth silently, the pressure is relieved 
and In the great majority of cases 
there is no' violent or explosive dis¬ 
charge. 

Here is where the function of the 
lightning rod appears, r.imtlar to pipes 
tapping the tank and drawing off the 
water before dangerous pressure is 
brought to bear on the tank. A pro¬ 
perly constructed lightning rod will, in 
the vast majority of cases, act in this 
manner by silently discharging the 
the current from cloud to earth, thus 
preventing the violent discharge 
which we call the thunderbolt.

When the present 
government came into power in"Oo- 
tober, 1911, there was only 614 
routes serving 16,000 homes. 

Since Hon, Mr. Pelletier Took 
office he has established 1,390 nbw 
postoffioes, 675 new money order 
r ffioesand 509 postal offices. Since 
October the increase in amount re¬ 
mitted by money orders has been 
#38,880,000, or 38 per cent, when 
compared with previous 18 months. 
The amount remitted by postal 
notes for same period increased #1, 
809,000,an iuorease of 18 per oent. 


Hod. William J. Rooh'e, minister 
of the interior, who is making a 
tour-of western Canada, announped 
in Edmonton that the homestead 
regulations will be amended so 
that settlers in the timber districts 
may raise live stock instead of cul¬ 
tivating their lauds to prove np 
their claims, also that the federal 
-goverument will abolish the stipu¬ 
lation that at least #300 be ex 
pended npou a dwelling on tbe 
homestead. Less time, too, will 
be allowed for proving-up pre¬ 
empted lands. Dr. Roche said also 
that the Hudson Bay railroad, con¬ 
structed by the federal govern¬ 
ment, will be completed and in 
operation witbin eighteen montbB, 
and that good roads will be built 
iu the farming districts. Ten mil¬ 
lion dollars has been set aside this 
year for agricultural purposes, the 
minister added, and the depart 
meat will do everything in its 
power to improve farming and 
ranobing conditions in tbe west.

nipeg oity police court Friday last. 
This oase has dragged on now for 
five weeks and this is the first 
oharge completed. There are still 
three obarges pending referring to 
other horses and goods which were 
removed on the same oooaaion.

at great length, printing out that 
logs had resided ib the west for r' 
great many years without a single 
suggestion of wrongdoing, only to 
be oharged at this late date with 
theseriods offenoe of horae steal¬

The magistrate, in dismissing the 
oase, said that it was for a oivil 
court to say whether he had a legal 
right to take the horse.
